1. THE FPJMT/ MIA MET ON APRIL 17 BUT ACCOMPLISHED LITTLE. FORMAL 
DISCUSSION CONTINUED TO FOCUS ON FAILURE TO ACHIEVE UNANIMOUS AGREE- 
MENT ON THE SIZE OF EACH DELEGATION AND FPJMT PRIVILEGES AND 
IMMUNITIES. 

2. IN A PRIVATE MEETING APRIL 17 WITH DRV DELEGATION, USDEL 
RAISED MATTER OF TWO THAI WHO ARE, TO OUR KNOWLEDGE, STILL BEING 
DETAINED IN NVN. DRV DELEGATION ASSERTED THAT ALL U. S. AND 
THIRD COUNTRY PW HAD BEEN RELEASED BUT ASKED FOR ADDITIONAL 
INFORMATION ON THE TWO THAI WHICH USDEL AGREED TO PROVIDE. USDEL

INDICATED THAT SOME U. S. PW MAY BE DETAINED BY THE KHMER 
ROUGE. USDEL REQUESTED ANY INFORMATION REGARDING U.S. OR THIRD 
COUNTRY PW HELD BY CAMBODIAN ALLIES OF PRG, AND PRG DELEGATION 
AGREED TO PASS ALONG U. S. REQUEST TO PRG AUTHORITIES AT LOC 
NINH.

COUNTRIES." A SOMEWHAT LOWER LEVEL FOREIGN MINISTRY SPOKESMAN 
STATEMENT ON THE SAME DAY CLAIMED IN SIMILAR TERMS THAT ARVN' S 
OPERATION INTO CAMBODIA WAS " BRAZEN AGGRESSION UNDERTAKEN BY 
WASHINGTON AND SAIGON" IN VIOLATION OF THE PARIS PEACE 
AGREEMENT. 
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
